There has been a great deal of in­ 
terest throughout the state in regard 
to the law. and the issue was fairly 
p resented in the action brought by N. 
Emmett May against F. 
S. 
'Craig, 
Walter J. Desmond and J. C. Towmb- 
ley , members of the Board of Public 
Works of I-iong Beach, to comp el the 
defendants to issue a building p ermit 
to the p laintiff. 
The defendants‘re­ 
fused to do so, on the ground that 
while the p lans p rep ared by May for 
the erection of a tenement house on 
the ocean front near the Virginia Ho­ 
tel, to cost about $6000, were accord­ 
ing to the p rovisions of the city char­ 
ter of Jvong Beach on the 
subject, 
they were at v ariance with the 
law 
p assed by the assembly Ap ril 19, last, 
and therefore the board refused to is­ 
sue the p ermit. 
When the matter came up befdfe 
Judge Monroe the demurrer of the de­ 
fendants was sustained, without leav e 
to amend, and the case is knocked out 
of the courts, so far as the Sup erior

prices and where would the poor con- 


cumer come in? 
His part would be to 
p iv the price whatever the combina­ 
tion might decree, and he would have 
no alternative but to comply. 


It looks as though capital is already 
strong enough, but when it goes into 


general partnership with labor 
and 
together they Join hands against the 
consumer, the situation w ill be

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OUR WASHINGTON LETTER \ 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Does a 
telegraph operator ai a railroad sta­ 
tion in a town of 2,000 have much to 
do 
Well, Congressman Murphy, of 
Missouri, held a position before he 
became a lawyer and he told the , 
House thar this is how he put in his 
time: 
“I was work ing irom 
twelve 
to 
thirteen hours at night. 
1 was re­ 
quired to go to the postoffice at night, 
get the rt ail, and tak e it to the depot. 
1 was the only employee there at 
night. In the morning i was required 
to tak e the mail to the post-office, a 
block and a half distant. 
It would 
average, besides the two pouches of 
first class mail, from 8 to 11 sack s 
full of papers, magazines, 
and 
so 
forth. 
1 handled from 20 to 30 and 
sometimes 40 train orders a night, 
and that hour of the morning was 
one of the busiest I had. 
“I was required to sell tick ets, both 
local and coupon, and was also re­ 
quired to book from 2 to 3 and 4 car­ 
loads of freight n a night in a book 
which was practically a copy of the 
waybills, giving item by 
item, 
the 
weight, the grade, and the amount of 
freigh:. 
I had then to what was call­ 
ed 'expense' those waybills, 
which 
was to mak e out what might be call­ 
ed a statement' to each of those who 
received the freight, and then totaled. 
1 hey used k erosene for lighting, and 
I was required to clean all of the 
lamps in and about the station: they 
used switch lights aud I was required 
to clean and fill the switch lights 


with oil and put them out at night 
and tak e them in in the morning. 
When I wanted any repairs for the 
switch lamps I would have to go to 
the section foreman for them, 
in 
addition, 1 had to sweep out the de­ 
pot every morning. 
If 
the 
local 
tra ns reached there after night, and 
it was frequently so. 1 had to tak e 
the freight which was unloaded upon 
he depot platform and put it iu the 
freight house. 
"In addition to that, 1 was required 
to check the baggage and load it. 
and 1 handled from two 
to 
three 
truck loads of baggage at night, in 
addition to putting the mail on the 
trains and tak ing it off and putting 
it in the house. 
In addition the rail­ 
road company required that the night 
operator must handle the express as 
well, and he must tak e that out on 
the truck s and put it on 
the 
two 
trains they had at that time, and 
there are four now, and pirt it in the 
house as well. 
These are some of 
the duties which are imposed upon 
this class of men, at that time re­ 
ceiving $40 a month, who to-day re­ 
ceive $50 a month.”

big seal of the Treasury

Twenty-eight 
printing 
presses in the basement of the Treas­ 
ury Department are now employed to 
imprint these final signs upon the 
bills which come in sheets of four 
from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 
There are now two men 
or girls to each press, but the work 
is necessar ly slow 
because 
every 
sheet must be fed with the utmost 
exactness so that the seal and num­ 
eral will appear in the right place. 
After the operation has been com­ 
pleted the sheets are tak en to anoth­ 
er machine which cuts them so as 
to mak e the 
four 
separate 
bills. 
Three employees are 
necessary 
to 
each of these “separators” as they 
are called.. 
One feeds in the sheet, 
another tak es the separated bills, 
as they fall out and collates them in 
piles of 100. 
The third counts them. 
All of these operations will here­ 
after be done -on the new' machine 
at one time. 
Its mecnanism is so 
simple that the operator can feed in 
the sheets as though printing hand 
bills. 
After the printing the sheet is 
automatically separated, 
mechanical 
fingers gather four hills together and 
a register counts them, and when a 
hundred have been finished the bell 
rings. 
A second employee then ties 
each 100 in a bundle. 
Experiments 
are being made still further to im­ 
prove the machines so that it will 
feed i self and also tie up .he bundles 
of 100 as they are delivered. 
When 
all the new mach ties arc1 installed, 
it is expected that they will save the 
government many thousands of dol­ 
lars in salaries annually, and at the 
same t.ime produce more rapid work .
